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A Canadian Patriotic of World War I.

The patrioties, soldier's and censor- 
ed mail arising out of this war are 
creating new interest in similar pro- 
ductions of previous conflicts. Being 
among the most interesting items of 
Canadian  Philatelie History, they 
deserve greater study at the hands of 
Canadian specialists.

lead in giving proper attention to 
these items, thru various articles and 
notes in past issues. So far these 
have dealt mainly with the  Jubilee- 
Boer War period. Numerous patriot- 
ies of this period were illustrated or 
mentioned in the January and Feb- 
ruary 1943 issues, and H. E. Guertin 
had a splendid article “Canadian Con- 
tingent to South Africa" in the July 
1942 issue. 

While the material available for 
study from the Boer War period is 
very limited and scarce, certain 
phases of World War I material are 


extremely rare. Why was it that 
stamp collectors failed to preserve 
the many interesting postal history 


items emanating from that war? 
This article is written with the hope 
of bringing to light, and into the rec- 
ord, any ‘Canadian  Patrioties of 
World War I. Some exist, and should 
even one example rest in your collect- 
ion, let’s get it into the record. Only 
those used during 1914-19 can be con- 
sidered as World War I patriotics. 


Due to the “eagle-eye”’ of Fred 
Jarrett, this collector recently secured 


the illustrated example of a Canadian 
World War I Patriotic. At first 
glance one is inclined to say this was 
an envelope carried over from the 
Boer War period. However such is 
not the case. While the design is al- 
most identical with the earlier pro- 
duction of J. C. Wilson & Co., Mont- 
real, this is quite a bit smaller, and 





was published by O. J. Campbell of 
Winnipeg. 

The colors are very similar to the 
earlier one, being red, blue, green and 
yellow. One verse of “O Canada” ap- 
pears on the back:— 


O. CANADA ! 


O Canada! Dear Canada! 
Fair are thy lands that 
from sea to ses, 

And with our lives well guard thy

On the lower edge of the back is 
the inscription, “Patriotic Envelopes 
for Correspondence with our Soldier 
Boys at the front—O. J. Campbell, 
Publisher, Winnipeg." Both the in- 
scription and verse are m blue. 

The illustrated cover is postmark- 
ed *Field Post Office—Sewell Camp 
Mail—Canada Militia—Sp - 15". 

It is very possible that other Boer 
War Canadian Patrioties were copied 
for use during World War I,—can 
you help locate them? 
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The Canadian Inside Straight . . . by Harry weiss 


On a recent stormy night a collector 
friend of mine paid me a visit and because 
he makes it a point to collect British 
North America I figured I had a neat 
little paragraph or two for my Canadian 
friends. Of course these remarks are all 
very elementary; and all you need is the 
latest catalog, a pencil and some brain 
work and you can get the same results. 
That's just the trouble though these days. 
We all have so very many things to do 
that we just do not get much time to do 
& little figuring of our own. 

He tells me about a friend of his Dad 
who in 1897 went to Winnipeg Post Office 
and bought one each of the Canadian 
JuLilees at face value. The Postal Clerk 
suggested that he take two of the One- 
half cent issue to make even change. Well 
that half penny he invested in that extra 
stamp just 47 yearss ago today catalogs 
plenty. The whole set he tells me cost 
this man just $16.21. The catalog value 
today, including the extra half cent issue 
he states is $132.30. I checked this roughly 
and it’s about correct. 

That’s better than 800% return on his 
investment, and it set me to thinking. 
Surely, when his investment doubled or 
tripled he must have felt it was time to 
sell. Yet, on the other hand, if he was a 
real collector and kept on collecting he 
still has them today. My friend said he 
still has them. This set us to doing a 
little thinking and figuring and here are 
some more items for readers to check us 
on. The figures may not be exact, and we 
are figuring that these items will bring 
full catalog value in a ‘complete set. 


In 1928 Newfoundland No. 145 to 159 
cost exactly $1.67 at the Post Office. 'l'o- 
day that set catalogs for $13.63, and again 
we have an increase of about 800%. But 
back in 1910 the same country isued Scott 
No. 87 to 97, face value 81 cents, and to- 
day the catalog value is exactly $32.40, or 
an increase of 4000%. In other words 40 
cents for each penny invested. Check me 
on my figures, I may be wrong, but I as- 
sume that you could get full catalog value 
today for this set mint and in fine con- 
dition. 

If you wish to apply this formula to a 
more recent group let's take  Newfound- 
land 1933 Scott's Nos. 212 to 225, which 
could be purchased then at face for $1.54. 
Today it catalogs at $17.10, better than 
eleven times its cost & little over ten years 
ago. 

So what does this all mean anyway? 
Well, ii shows one thing for certain, that 


as. fast as a stamp is issued it's a fine 
idea to buy it in fine condition, put it in 
the collection and forget it. Below face 
value it will never go. Look at the fun 
you have collecting and saving these 
items and see the profit you can make if 
you do one thing, namely, do not sell too 
soon; in fact why sell at all? Wait till you 
get along in years when you may have to 
sell, 


The first time that you have a few 
hiours to yoursely why not get out the 
catalog and take British North America 
and do as we have done and see what you 
get for an answer? To me it seems that 
for a wide awake bunch we are still a 
little drowsy. And that includes myself, 
big dope that I am. 

(Did you ever parcel up all the duplicates 
you have and send them to a dealer so 
that he could look them over and make 
you an offer in exchange? Dealers, too, are 
short of some items, perhaps the very 
ones you have as duplicates and will give 
those you need if they have them. This 
idea is worth while trying. Look through 
the columns of this paper for offers. 

There are a dozen ways that are fair to 
ali to get stamps you need for those you 
have too many of if you will just try it. 
It's easy on the pocketbook and lots of 
fun. These are the days that a fellow has 
to be resourceful. Every time you meet a 
fellow collector just ask him if he has 
anything he wishes to swop with you and 
you will be surprised how many exchang- 
ers you will have in just a short time if 
you go after them. You can also swap by 
mail with a lot of swell fellows. I do a lot 
of it and get a big kick out of it. 

The recent article by Mr. Jarrett re- 
garding the listing of the Labrador Stamp 
has caused a lot of fine reaction in the 
States; probably all over the world if 
other stamp journals will copy his state- 
ments. It takes a big man to make such 
statements is the writer’s opinion. Some 
of the most prominent men in the stamp 
business have called this to my attention. 
Nice going Mr. Jarrett! 

Why keep things a secret? Have you 
been wondering how to house some of 
your stamps in a way that’s different? 
Get yourself a big sized photograph  al- 
bum. Any good stationery store has them 
neatly and permanently bound for a dol- 
lar or perhaps a trifle more in Canada. 
Some even have a loose leaf edition that 
is neatly tied together. These pages are 
jet black. Then buy yourself two or three 
pencils with white, gold and silver lead. 
Ask for the kind that is used in tracing 
blue prints and your stationery man will 
understand. Now draw in the outlines of 
your stamps with these pencils allowing 
1/16th of an inch for a margin. The result 
will please you and the cost 15 trifling. 
Try it and let me know if my ideas help 
you. If you wish you can mount your 
stamps on a white mitt, a trifle larger 
than the stamp itself and then mount it 
on your page. 
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If you wish anything discussed in the 
stamp line it will be a pleasure to do so.

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YORK POSTMARKS

York post office was opened in 1799 or 
1800 with Wm. Willcocks as postmaster. 
The earliest postmark I have seen is 1804 
ag illustrated above, but an 1803 is heard 
or in a listing, presumably the same de- 
sign. I have seen it for most years up to 
1817, generally blurred, and always on re- 
verse. 

I have seen about 25 of the next cancel, 
with no year, from 1819 to 1822, blurred 
and on reverse of letter also. I presume 
the reason for the change to the shorter 
length, leaving off the year date, was to 
make it fit into a holder current at that 
period in Halifax, Quebec, Kingston, Gren- 
ada (B.W.1.), etc. This holder at times 
showed plainly the circular outline of the 
instrument faintly around the design, a 
Halifax one I know of being very clear, 
and I own the Grenada one 

The “Oct 30" one illustrated was an 
1820 letter that I own, from W. W. Bald- 
win, who married Phoebe, daughter of 
Toronto’s first postmaster, and was father 
of Robert who is pictured on the 20 cent 
Canada No. 148. The letter was “free” 
which is a very early free date for Ontario, 
and concerned legal matters. The letter is 
to Sandwich, taking ten days for the 
trip. 

My next York is a double circle 30x19 
mm. This measurement style of outer and 
inner circle was used lately in a friend’s 
letter and it seems a grand way of des- 
cnibing a mark, as the correct size and 
wording will ‘place’ almost any Canadian 
marking. The date of mine is 1829 in black 
and 1830 in red. This leaves a gap of sev- 
en years that I know nothing of, and has 
anyone more data on this period. The 
type is italic (sloping) and evidently the 
affair was made of printer’s type, as were 
several others in Ontario about this per- 
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iod. I am an old printer, who knows the 
failings of printer’s type when inserted in 
a circular brass rule current then in type 
foundry catalogs, as I have inserted type 
in such when working in a printing office 
that made circular design drug labels, in 
1905 or so. The type almost touching rule 
at top and having a white space at bottom 
is the main characteristic of such an in- 
strument made from loose lead type. 

The next circle was 29 mm. wide, with 
no year date, and with the preceding 
circle all copies seen are are on front. This 
last is in red only. Kingston had a similar 
design. 

Another York existed then, and still ex- 
ists, nearer Hamilton, and in 1871 had an 
income of $58, salary $22. I would like to 
see a marking of it. 

York changea to Toronto in 1884, pop- 
ulation 9254, and blossomed out with a 
grand lange imitation of the Washington, 
D.C., postmark then common, With CITY 
OF TORONTO in the wording. The old 
York cancel was used for some months 
after the Toronto changeover. 

A former Toronto existed where Port 
Hope now is, with Charles Fothergill as 
postmaster in 1817, and with a Toronto 
straight-line cancel. The former name of 
the place was Smiüth's Creek about 1778. 
This Toronto was changed to Port Hope 
legally March 6, 1834. 


The present Toronto gets its name prob- 
ably from Sanson's map of 1656 having 
Tarantou marked there, supposedly an 
Indian tribe or name. The French had a 
trading post fort at the mouth of the 
Humber river there in early 1700 which 
they called Fort Toronto. 


In 1807 mail from Montreal to York was 
carried by a pedestrian white man,.and 
on to Niagara by an Indiian runner. After 
1817 mail to Niagara was by “steamer”. 
About 1827 a stage from Tioronto to Sand- 
wich was established, but had little trade, . 
and got irregular. In 1826 a stage ran 
from Niagara to York in 17 hours, at a 
cost of $5 per passenger.

Just a thought in passing. Isn't 
there altogether too much being 
written about the prices brought at 
this or that auction? A recent issue 
cf a prominent U.S.A. stamp mag- 
azine published about four pages of 
this stuff. Once in a while this is 
interesting; but to get it week after 
week strikes this scribe rather cold. 
My thought is this—that many more 
collectors would be more interested 
in hearing about the collector who 
formed the collection, his methods, 
and the lines ‘he  followed—even 
something about his children or his 
dog. After all the genuine collector 
is more interested in the stamp itself 
than in the price it may bring when 
he dies. Maybe Tm  wrong—but 
them's my sentiments. 


George van den Berg's sale of 
“Specimen” stamps for the  Ameri- 
can Red Cross was a huge success. It 
wouldn't be fair for me to tell about 
it so I'll leave it to genial George 
who will do it much better first hand. 
It’s an idea that might work well in 
Canada too. 


Pieked up a copy of Bellars and 
Davie’s “Standard Guide to Postage 
Stamp Collecting” published in Lon- 
don in 1865. This is one of those rare 
publications that gets its picture in 
Smith and Anderson’s “Early En- 
glish Philatelic Literature" (a mon- 
umental volume, if ever there was 
one). Bellars and Davie’s “Standard” 
guide does no pricing but undertakes 
to give the “degree of rarity” of each 
stamp listed. Canada’s “Twelve 
Pence” is listed as just “medium 
rare" (a pun I suppose.) 

If anyone thinks Dr. L. S. Holmes' 
new book on *Canada" is following 
along any already beaten  trails— 
well, that person is mistaken. The 
early portion of the book (which I 
have been privileged to examine) has 
a brand-new approach to my own 
favorite country. Sorry, but I have 
ro information as to when the book 
will be available to collectors.

My correspondent says the “Spit- 
fire" issue is probably rarer than 
his price indicates. It was in use only 
two months. He also adds that there 
are only five copies of WS2, Eng- 
lish, known to exist. Now who will 
produce the sixth? Whereas, if you 
can produce one in both English and 
French I'll be glad to publish your 
picture. 

The February 11th issue of “The 
Philatelic Magazine" (Harris, Lon- 
don, England) contains an account 
of an interesting discovery to collect- 
crs of Great Britain. But it is also 
of interest to Canadian collectors as 
it relates to a booklet pane with a 
portion of the next pane attached 
and tete-beche. Of course we have 
this in Canadian booklet panes too 
—probably one of these back-door 
varieties of a few years ago. 


_As late as 1831 one mail bag suf- 
ficed for the mail between Kingston 
and York (now Torontto). 


Early Ontario postmarks seem to 
be a line of printers type tied to- 
gether, the letters being out-of-line 
in a gloriously drunken arrangement: 
at times. The stamping ink generally 
was poor, probably cold rooms being 
part of the reason for poor impress- 
ions.

LETTER FROM ENGLAND 


Mr. Richard Rossall, Oban, Porto Hey 
Road, Irby, Cheshire, Eng., writes: Would

An article on 7139-40 with special ref- 
erence to the double and triple overprints 
would interest at least one reader. I have 
yet to unfathom this little knot. A block 
of four was recently sold at  Harmer's 
here showing single line  overprint, the 
bottom pair apparently normal but the 
top pair ( judging from an illustration) 
overprinted with a somewhat larger point 
type and a larger figure "2", approxi- 
mately Scott type b. All single line, bear 
in mind. How come? 

Re Scott #20, I have a block of four 
(yes, I said a block of four) showing a 
quite prominent line of colour starting its 
journey from the base of '"S" in CENTS 
to the top of the “E” in POSTAGE of the 
stamp !beneath. I have noticed it in single 
copies, but I cannot recal having seen 
any informiation about üt as yet. Can you 
say what position it occupies on the 
sheet, and would you care to essay its 
value? 

And now here’s something for “Dinky 
Daymus". Scott #204 Royal William. I 
have a used copy with left top sides perf. 
12 whilst the right and lower edges are 
perf. 11 normal. In addition, the width is 
approximately 1 mm. shorter and the 
depth about 3 mm, shorter than the 
normal. Stanley Phillips of Gübbons' con- 
sidered it to be a privately re-perforated 
copy, but I’m still wondering.
